REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 17 in the 
instant application has not been rejected using prior art because no references, or reasonable 
combination thereof, could be found which disclose or suggest a method for delivering and 
recovering an embolic protection device comprising: the step of delivering and retrieving an 
embolic protection device with a catheter which has a delivery sheath on one end and a retrieval 
sheath on the opposite end, where the delivery sheath is at the distal most portion of the catheter 
when the embolic protection device is delivered, where removing the catheter and reversing it so 
that the retrieval sheath is at the distal most portion of the catheter and recovering the embolic 
protection device into the retrieval sheath, in combination with the rest of the claimed limitations 
as set forth in claim 17.
